Kosygin speaks 


NEW DELHI (UPI) - Soviet Premier 
Alexei N. Kosygin said today his coun­ 
try is “ doing everything possible to see 
the people of Vietnam triumph” over 
the United States. 
Kosygin also said Moscow wants the 
Israelis to withdraw from the Arab lands 
they occupied after the 1967 Middle East 
War.

In a new report Tuesday, Edmons- 
ton stressed that studies by local ag­ 
encies along the South Coast and else­ 
where now indicated a situation more 
critical than projected previously. 
Edmonston said safe yield of avail­ 
able supplies is now estimated to be 
utilized by as early as 1973, and that 
to offset this the Goleta County Water 
District intends to pursue a “ ground 
water mining” program which it is 
hoped would produce an accumulated 
60.000 acre feet. This if successful 
might avert physical shortage for sev­ 
eral years, possibly into the early 1980’s 
Edmonston said, warning however that 
the ground water quality might prove 
undesirable. 
The Goleta, Montecito, and Carpin­ 
tería county water districts, along with 
the city of Santa Barbara, has backed 
plans to have the county immediately 
initiate final planning activity prereq­ 
uisite to importation of State Project 
water. 
Edmonston said the new planning re­ 
port as proposed would identify poten­ 
tial contractors for supplies of State 
water within the county and have a re­ 
cord of quantities of water each needed 
on an annual basis. 
It would also provide final evaluations 
including temporary overdrafting of Ca- 
chuma reservoir “ as suggested by lo­ 
cal interests.” 
Also, the report would set up a phy­ 
sical plan for water conveyance and 
regulation from the terminus of the 
proposed Coastal Aqueduct near Twit- 
chell Dam, Santa Maria, to the pot­ 
ential water contractors. 
Other report data would include re­ 
view of analysis of projected costs of 
repayment of State obligations for in­ 
dicated delivery demands; development 
and analysis of alternative policies for 
allocations of cost and methods of cost 
recovery for State and local financial 
obligations, and legal reviews by the 
county counsel's office to determine any 
changes to accommodate various alter­ 
native organizational and financial plans.

City Attorney James Longtin's re­ 
quest that he be authorized to purchase 
$700 worth of dictating equipment for 
his office prompted Councilman Brooks 
Speight to dictate a few choice comments 
on the subject at last night’s council 
meeting.

College dissent

Two hundred riot equipped state police 
early today broke down a door and evict­ 
ed some 60 students from a Dartmouth 
college building they had held for 12 
hours.

Protesters at predominantly Negro Ho­ 
ward University in the nation’s capital 
also ignored a court order to abandon a 
seized building and instead sealed off 
the entire campus early today. 
Purdue University students today con­ 
tinued their third sit-in in 24 hours. The 
first ended early Tuesday with the ar­ 
rest of 229 students and the second wan 
called off when state police began photo­ 
graphing protesters. 


City Council approves fund 
request to aid downtown 


City Council last night unanimously approved the filing of an application which 
will pave the way for the city to seek federal funding assistance to improve the 
deteriorating downtown and blighted residential areas. 
The voluminous application seeks certification by the Housing and Urban 
Development agency that the city qualifies for membership in the government’s 
Workable Program — a program which requires that the city be actively en- 
gaged in programs and projects designed 
to improve living conditions, eliminate 
blight and upgrade substandard housing. 
Approval of the application is the first 
step required before the city can make 
requests for federal dollar assistance 
for specific projects which could include 
such things as construction of a civic 
center in the downtown area. 
Approval of the application came over 
strong opposition voiced by A1 Romain, 
Mrs. Robert Hough and John Skov. All 
three minced no words in assuring coun­ 
cil that the people knew that the city is 
pursuing urban renewal under a different 
heading. Romain told council that the city 
didn’t need the federal money. Skov told 
council it was incumbent upon them to 
properly define the Workable Program 
for the benefit of the people. 
Mrs. Hough was the most outspoken 
critic of the action. She leveled a scath­ 
ing attack on Councilmen Robert D. Mac­ 
Clure, Richard K. Jacoby and Brooks 
Speight saying that two years ago the 
people had spoken “ loud and clear” on 
the subject of Urban Renewal. She said, 
“ I supported you in the recall move­ 
ment. It’s a dirty trick to turn around 
now. Doesn’t loyalty mean anything to 
you?” she inquired. 
Each member of the council explained 
his or her position on the subject. Mac­ 
Clure, Jacoby and Speight all took excep­ 
tion to Mrs. Hough’s interpretation of 
their positions. Jacoby said the quotes 
she was attributing to him were out of 
context. He said he saw no evil in fed­ 
eral money as such and had usually 
voted in favor of federal assistance. 
He noted that schools relied heavily 
on the federal government and also the 
library had been financed in part by 
the federal government. 
Mrs. Hough countered that council was 
attempting to soft pedal an Urban Re­ 
newal program. Mayor MacClure attemp­ 
ted to reduce the personal remarks say­ 
ing that “ I don’t feel we should get in 
debate here since this is not a public 
hearing.” 
“ If not here where? We can’t do it in 
the newspapers,” she quipped,obviously 
implying that the papers don’t quote her. 
The Workable Program application is a 
prerequisite to any federal fund assis­ 
tance for any type of residential or 
downtown improvement program. Gen­ 
erally the Workable Program is aimed at 
removing blight and improving substand­ 
ard residential areas but there are 
also provisions which would allow the 
city to embark on civic improvements 
such as construction of a civic center. 


Council noted last night that applica­ 
tion in the Workable Program does not 
tie the city to specific projects although 
it does require that the city be ac­ 
tion oriented in the areas specified in 
the application. 
Debate fury 
over Nixon's 
ABM system

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The latest flur­ 
ry of debate on President Nixon’s pro­ 
posed antiballistic missile (ABM) sys­ 
tem brought these developments: 
-Sen. Edward M. Kennedy, D-Mass., 
released a study he commissioned which 
said the ABM was unnecessary, inef­ 
fective and provocative. It said the So­ 
viet Union could not threaten a “ first 
strike” attack for five to seven years. 


-A pro-ABM study released by the 
American Security Council said Russia 
“ may intend to get in the first blow.” 
It said the ABM would force Russia 
to expand her nuclear arsenal and “ com­ 
plicate” her offensive problem. 
—The Pentagon snapped back at the 
Kennedy report and said it could not 
prove what it claimed. 


The Kennedy report said Russia of­ 
fers no threat to the U S nuclear de­ 
terrent now “ and no forseeable threat in 
the next five to seven years.” 
“ We find the evidence that the USSR 
is 
seeking 
a first-strike capability 
against the U.S. to be thin and unper­ 
suasive,” the group said in an inch-thick 
report. 


It said the United States does not 
have to make a decision on ABM now 
but could take another year or two to 
study Soviet nuclear developments, to 
await the outcome of possible arms talks, 
and to study a variety of responses if 
there is an increased threat. 
The main report was signed by Abram 
Chayes, former State Department legal 
advisor: Jerome Wiesner, provost at 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology 
and former presidential science advisor; 
George Rathjens, and Stevens Weinberg, 
both also MIT professors.

This referred to estim ates by 
tax experts that full withhold­ 
ing would bring the state an

a year 
through better compliance and 
quicker collection of the money. 
The 
cities’ 
support 
for 
withholding, iust reached over

weekend, delighted 
Chairman William T. Bagley, 
R-San Rafael. But he did not 
necessarily support the reason 
for the cities’ decision. 


Bagley is author of a bill 
installing

lumber 
standards to assure 
consum ers they are getting the 
size and quality of wood they 
pay for. 
The FTC proposals involving 
the marking of lumber as to 
size and strength were made to 
Com merce Secretary Maurice 
H. Stans in a letter from FTC 
chairm an Paul Rand Dixon. 
The FTC recommendations 
were welcomed by Rep. John 
D. Dingell, D-Mich., chairman 
of the House Small Business 
Subcommittee, which has been 
investigating lumber standards 
for several years. 
“Chairman Dixon’s opinion 
again points up the horrible 
fiasco 
involved 
in 
lumber 
standards that has led to an 
im precise, inaccurate and un­ 
scientific 
grading 
system ,” 
Dingell said. “ If we are to have 
an 
accurate 
and technically 
sound standard, we must have 
piece-by-piece testing of lum­ 
b e r.” 
Dixon’s letter, commenting 
on 
pending 
proposals 
for 
revising current lum ber stan­ 
dards, recommended that each 
piece of lumber be markedwith 
its actual size. 
The FTC also recommended 
that mixed species of lumber 
be 
graded for strength and 
stiffness on the basis of the 
lowest grade included. Dixon 
said 
this 
would 
encourage 
piece-by-piece machine testing 
of lumber. He said, however, 
that the commission would not 
want mandatory grade marking 
of 
each piece at this time 
because of the 
“ im precise” 
nature of current grading. 
Dixon told Stans he hoped 
standards soon would be set for 
the machine grading of soft­ 
wood lumber 
Dixon 
praised a proposed 
revision to end a long-standing 
controversy over the size of 
green 
and 
dry 
lumber 
by 
requiring them to be cut to 
sizes that would be identical 
after shrinkage. 
“ It is regrettable, however, 
that this giant step forward is 
achieved at the cost of a net 
reduction 
in 
the amount of 
lumber 
that consum ers will 
receive under nominal siz e s,” 
he said. 


The FTC chairman said the 
new sm aller sizes proposed in 
the revised 
standards would 
amount 
to 
a 
10 
per cent 
reduction in quantity in the 
case of dry lumber. For that 
reason, he said, each piece of 
lumber should be marked to 
show its actual size.

Reaction to Hypnosis Varies 
Panther Creed: A Gun 
Must Be Countered by a Gun 
(Last of a Series.)

N E W Y O R K — (N E A )- 
On June 17, 1954, D a n i s h 
hypnotist S c h o u w Nielsen 
was found guilty of two bank 
robberies and two murders 
c o m m i t t e d by his best 
friend. 
Nielsen, 
the 
jury 
ruled 
(and the appellate and su­ 
preme courts later agreed), 
lad induced 31-year-oTd tool- 
and-diemaker Palle Hardrup 
to commit the crimes under 
hypnotic suggestion. 


Nielsen, not Hardrup, was 
the criminal. Nielsen was 
sentenced to life imprison­ 
ment. H a r d r u p was re­ 
manded to a mental institu­ 
tion. 


To many critics of hyp­ 
nosis, this case seemed in­ 
controvertible proof of what 
they had long contended— 
that hypnosis is a dangerous 
practice enabling one man 
to manipulate another man’s 
mind toward his own ends. 


To hypnotists, h o w e v e r , 
the Nielsen case was but an­ 
other weak link in an ill- 
iorged chain of misconcep­ 
t i o n s , misinformation and 
misinterpretations designed 
to perpetuate the Svengali- 
Trilby image of hypnosis as 
black magic. 


Pat Collins, the $4,000-a- 
week n i g h t c l u b hypnotist 
who convinces volunteers on 
stage t h e y ’ re everything 
from coffee pots to strippers, 
always begins her act with 
the words: 


“ I can’t make you do any­ 
thing 
against 
your 
moral 
code.” 


Despite Miss Collins’ pro­ 
testations against the poten­ 
tial dangers of stage hyp­ 
nosis, three nations «Eng­ 
land. Argentina and Brazil), 
one Canadian province (On­ 
tario) and four states (Ore­ 
gon. Virginia. South Dakota 
and Wisconsin) have made 
stage hypnosis illegal. There 
are as yet, however, no laws 
a g a i n s t nonstage uses of 
hypnosis. 


Miss Collins doesn’t think 
there should be. N e i t h e r 
does Dr. William B r y a n , 
president of the American 
Institute of Hypnosis. 


Dr. Bryan says. “ The in­ 
stant a hypnotist suggests 
something contrary to your 
moral code, the rapport be­ 
tween ^ou ,wiU 
Y o O l 
snap 
the 
trance.” 


Dr. Bryan becomes infuri­ 
ated at the mere mention of 
hypnotically induced antiso­ 
cial behavior. 
Tm the best 
hypnotist in the world,” he 
shouts. "Don't you think I ’d 
hypnotize me a bank presi­ 
dent and make him give me 
a couple of million dollars if 


A n o t h e r 


I could? It just can’t be 
done.” 
Dr. B r y a n ’ s annoyance 
notwithstanding, his impres­ 
sive credentials lend consid­ 
erable weight to his views on 
hypnosis. He holds degrees 
in law and medicine, has 
written books on the legal, 
medical and religious 
as­ 
pects of hypnosis and has 
personally analyzed m o r e 
than 12,000 persons under 
hypnosis. 
But what about Schouw 
Nielsen, Palle Hardrup and 
the Copenhagen bank rob­ 
beries? 
Dr. Paul J. Reiter, chief 
psychiatrist at Copenhagen 
Municipal Hospital and au­ 
thor of “ Antisocial or Crimi­ 
nal Acts and Hypnosis,” in­ 
sists the robberies and mur­ 
ders would have been “ im­ 
possible” without hypnosis. 
Hardrup, Dr. Reiter says, 
is one of those admittedly 
rare 
individuals 
of maxi- 


mum hypnotic susceptibility. 
With these individuals, he 
says, a hypnotist can give 
suggestions that “ build arti­ 
ficial complexes consonant 
with the subject’s own van­ 
ity, pride, greed and need of 
affection.” 
Though Dr. Reiter’s book 
cites several other instances 
of hypnotists turning inno­ 
cent individuals into “ blind­ 
ly obedient instruments” for 
crime, a series of American 
laboratory 
experiments 
in * 
hypnotically induced antiso­ 
cial 
(and 
self-destructive) 
b e h a v i o r are even more 
alarming. 
One experiment, reported 
by Dr. L. W. Rowland in the 
Journal of Abnormal and So­ 
cial Psychology, said that, 
under laboratory conditions: 
• Men induced to believe 
harmless snakes were poi­ 
sonous rattlers picked the 
snakes up on command. 
• Men induced to believe 
a harmless liquid was acid 
threw the 
liquid 
in each 
other’s face on command. 
• Soldiers ordered not to 
reveal allegedly top secret 
information on penalty of 
death told everything to a 
"spy” hypnotist. 
• Soldiers induced to be­ 
lieve their best friends were 
t h e i r enemies a t t a c k e d 
them, even t r i e d to kill 
them. 
Rowland concluded. “ The 


common conception that a 
hypnotized person will not 
perform acts that violate his 
ideals is badly in need of re­ 
examination.” 
Most hypnotists bridle at 
this charge. They say a hyp­ 
notized 
individual’s 
senses 
are so acute he would real­ 
ize, subconsciously, if not 
consciously, that the “ acid” 
was harmless, that the “ rat­ 
tlesnakes” were not poison­ 
ous. 
Moreover, says Dr. Martin 
Orne of the Harvard Medical 
School, “ A subject in an ex­ 
periment knows he’s in a 
laboratory, no matter what 
the hypnotist tells him. He 
knows there are no spies or 
enemy soldiers in a labora­ 
tory; he knows, at least sub­ 
consciously, he won’t be al­ 
lowed to kill anyone.” 
Dr. Orne and other psy­ 
chologists and psychiatrists 
who work with hypnosis say 
the 
Nielsen-Hardrup 
case 
and similar cases are not 
valid arguments for hypnoti­ 
cally induced antisocial be­ 
havior because, “ in every 
instance,” there is evidence 
of a long, often intimate, re­ 
lation b e t w e e n hypnotist 
and subject. (Reiter readily 
admits the Nielsen-Hardrup 
relationship had strong ho­ 
mosexual overtones.) 
Thus. Orne says, the vic­ 
tims of dishonest hypnotists 
may have committed their 
crimes because, consciously 
or subconsciously, 
“ t h e y 
wanted to please the hypno­ 
tist.” 
Dr. Orne insists no one 
can be induced to antisocial 
or criminal behavior unless 
he is “ ambivalent” toward 
such behavior without hyp­ 
nosis. 
And how do you determine 
this ambivalence? 
“ You don’t” says Univer­ 
sity of Southern California 
p s y c h i a t r i s t Dr. W. W. 
Broadbent. 
“ How can you determine 
what a person’s moral code 
really is?” Dr. Broadbent 
asks. “ You might do some­ 
thing u n d e r hypnosis you 
really wanted to do anyway, 
but were too inhibited or 
frightened to try. 
1^ you 
blame hypnosis when you 
finally do it.” 
If it’s impossible to ac­ 
curately define a person’s 
moral code, how can anyone 
tell when he’s violated that 
code—with or without hyp­ 
nosis? 
Again, the a n s w e r it 
w o u l d 
s ee m, 
is: 
“ You 
can’t ” 
' 
• 
Knowing t h a t , no one 
should undergo hypnosis un­ 
less he is willing to accept 
the consequences of what­ 
ever he may do when com­ 
pletely freed of inhibitions 
and the fear of retribution.

LOS A N G E LES—(N EA )— 
“ The only power we have,” 
says Shermont Banks, presi­ 
dent of the Los A n g e l e s 
chapter of the Black Pan­ 
thers, “ is the power of de­ 
struction. America has given 
us no alternative but to re­ 
late to that.” 


That may be a chilling 
thought for most Americans, 
but it’s one that must be 
faced. Because the Panthers, 
small in numbers but intense 
in purpose, are very much a 
part of the violent world of 
America. 
In a special interview ar- 
r a n g e d for NEA, Banks 
spells out what the Panthers 
are, what they want and 
what they’ll do to get it: 
“ The Panthers are an all­ 
black party and we say that 
all black people should be­ 
long to the party. But we 
realize that there are other 
people who are not black 
who are sincere and con­ 
cerned about working with 
us. 
“ The party is revolution­ 
ary-nationalist. We’re saying 
that the people should be in 
power. 
“ We realize that the world 
has become a neighborhood 
of communities and that the 
people should move to be 
nonethnocentric because the 
world isn’t going to stand for 


that any more. The Panther 
party isn’t going to stand for 
it either. 
“ We want an end to the 
robbery of the black commu­ 
nity by the white business­ 
man. 
“ We want education that 
exposes racist American so­ 
ciety, education that teaches 
the true history of our role in 
present-day society. 


“ We want the racist cops 
withdrawn from our commu­ 
nity. 


“ We want all black men 
released from federal, state 
and county jails and prisons 
because thev never received 
a fair trial. They should be 
retried by a jurv of their 
peers. 


“ A g r e a t e r number of 


black people are becoming 
a w a r e 
of the 
fact that 
they’re being oppressed and 
they’re starting to resist the 
power structure. We have to 
educate these people on the 
methods of liberation. 


“ Naturally, the people who 
move to enlighten and liber­ 
ate the people, like Huev 
Newton (the author of the 
Panthers’ 10-point program 
for liberation who is now In 
jail on a murder charge), are 
looked upon as subversive 
elements to be destroyed by 
the system. 


“ We will protect ourselves 
from the forces of violence 
of the racist police and the 
racist military by whatever 
means is necessary. Coming 
into the streets with guns is 


a way of getting across the 
message to stop police bru­ 
tality toward the black peo­ 
ple. 
“ America really has no 
right to say that black peo­ 
ple shouldn’t determine their 
own destiny because before 
1776 there were white colo- 
n i a 1 i s t s who determined 
their 
own 
destiny. 
Today 
America is the mother coun­ 
try and the black communi­ 
ties are the colonies being 
held in bondage. 
“ The c o n d i t i o n s for a 
black revolution In America 
are present but the people 
aren’t ready. However, they 
are becoming educated be­ 
cause of the activities of the 
Black Panther party and the 


activities of the system. 
“ Before Huey came into 
the streets with guns, there 
was a great deal of police 
brutality. We had been sit- 
tin’-in, swimming-in, singing- 
in and boogalooin’-in with 
little or no effect. Huey real­ 
ized that a .357 Magnum had 
to be confronted with an­ 
other .357 Magnum. 
“ We’re 
talking 
about 
a 
struggle that might go on for 
10, 15 or 20 years. We’re only 
laying the groundwork, the 
foundation. 
“ E v e r y t h i n g 
centers 
around controlling our own 
destiny and our own com­ 
munity.”

Nixon s Protocol Chief Keeps Calm Under Fire

WASHINGTON—(N E A)— 
A few years ago a United 
States chief of protocol was 
grappling w i t h last-second 
preparations before a presi­ 
dential entrance into a con­ 
ference room of foreign dig­ 
nitaries. 
With a last harried glance 
around to see that all was in 
order, he swept o p e n the 
door with proper grandilo­ 
quence 
and 
marched 
the 
P r e s i d e n t of the United 
States into a broom closet. 
Ambassador Emil 
(Bus) 
Mosbacher, current protocol 
chief and Am erica’s fore­ 
most yachtsman, 
chuckles 
appreciatively as he tells it. 
As the official United States 
host to foreign dignitaries, he 
has learned in these first few 
months of the Nixon admin­ 
istration how hectic the job 
of being “Mr. Striped Pants” 
can get. 
“ It's been pretty wild,” he 
said in his State Department 
office. 
The first real baptism of 
fire c a m e w-ith the Eisen­ 
hower funeral. 
State visits 
of any kind usually bring an 
extra flurry of activity to the 
protocol office. 
The death 
of the popular former presi­ 
dent brought 91 delegations 
from forrifin countries here, 


on short notice. 
For the new protocol chief, 
it was like trying to man a 
12-meter sloop with a two- 
man crew. 
“Most of us were working 
18 to 20 hours a day,” he 
said. “ Planes were coming 
in all the time with delega­ 
tions. It got so that when we 
heard one was coming in 
we'd just point a finger and 
say, ‘Can you go?’ Or ‘Are 
you free?’ ” 


But the problems of state 
visits don’t stop with finding 
someone for a 
handshake 
and a smile at the airport. 
Arrangements a n d connec­ 
tions in Washington are the 
chores, and foreign am bas­ 
sadors stationed here are no 
different than junior execu­ 
tives when it comes to trying 
to impress the big boss. 
When their chiefs of state 
come to town they 
often 
press the protocol chief for 
special privileges, perhaps 
extra time with the Presi­ 
dent. One ambassador, with 
a total lack of subtlety, sent 
a beautiful carpet to Mos- 
bacher’s office a few days 
before his chief arrived.

L O N D O N —( N E A )— 
Thanks to television, Europe 
can no longer remain aloof 
from American violence, but 
is very much involved with 
what is happening in Los 
Angeles and Detroit 
The average European is 
concerned, 
and 
in 
recent 
years he has been spared 
none of the family tragedies 
of the Americans living next 
door. 
Via Telstar, he has 
ridden in that fatal motor­ 
cade with President Ken­ 
nedy. He has stood on the 
balcony of that motel in 
Memphis with Martin Luther 
King Jr. 
Men in Brussels and Flor­ 
ence have been able to see 
the flames licking the store 
fronts in Watts, heard the 
police sirens, the shots, the 
tinkle of falling glass. 
Last August viewers in 
S t o c k h o lm 
and 
Home 
watched Mayor Daley's stal­ 
warts lose their cool and 
flail with their night sticks. 
And watching the eruption of 
violence in America, these 
same Italians, Belgians and 
Swedes h a v e asked them­ 
selves, “C an the same thing 
happen here?” 
What happens in America 
today has a way of repeating 
itself in Europe tomorrow. 
This has been true of hippie 
culture, student demonstra­ 
tions, the drug scene. 
At the sam e time it is rec­ 
ognized that certain phenom­ 
ena—notably the black power 
movement — are peculiarly 
American, and not likely to 
be 
duplicated 
elsewhere. 
Britain’s colored 
problem, 
for example, is decidedly of 
the mini variety, dating from 
the late 1950s when large 
numbers of Pakistanis and 
West Indians arrived here in 
search of jobs. 
Although these Common­ 
wealth immigrants tend to 
form ghettoes in large in­ 
dustrial cities like Birming­ 
ham, there is none of the 
racial tension here in Britain 
one would find in America. 
Student p o w e r is some­ 
thing else again. The virus 
of the student disturbances 
that infect most European 
colleges stems directly from 


the University of California 
and the Free Speech Move­ 
ment on the B e r k e l e y 
campus in the early 1960s. 
The sit-ins at Columbia 
University in M a n h a t t a n 
have been slavishly copied 
by students at the London 
School of Economics and at 
Nanterre 
University, 
just 
outside Paris. 
Black power and student 
power are not the only facets 
of American violence that 
worry Europeans. There is 
gun power. 
The frontier nation theory 
trotted out as an explanation 
why Americans like to carry 
guns has added to, rather 
than dispelled, the confusion 
in European minds. 
Another 
p h e n o m e n o n 
which the average European 
does not understand is gra­ 
tuitous or senseless violence, 
better known as “mugging.” 
Mindless crimes are not un­ 
known to Europe, but they 
are exceedingly rare, par­ 
ticularly in Italy and France, 
where avarice or love and 
hatred are usually involved. 
The fact remains that the 
streets of most European 
cities are safe at night. Nor 
is it necessary to have one’s 
house w i r e d for burglar 
alarms, or to leave the lights 
going when one goes out for 
the evening. 
The European reads that 
27 million Americans own 
guns, which means that half 
of all American homes have 
a 
firearm 
stashed 
away 
somewhere. 
He also reads 
the c r i m e statistics—6,500 
Americans a r e murdered 
every year by gunfire, as 
compared to only 30 in Great 
Britain.

LAW A IMP ORDER 
Statistically, Murder 
Becomes Predictable

N EW YORK—(N EA )-Be- 
fore you finish reading this 
article, three Americans will 
have been murdered, raped, 
robbed or assaulted. 
According to records com­ 
piled by the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation, a violent 
crime takes place in the na­ 
tion every 60 seconds. By the 
end of the day, 1,400 will 
have been so victimized. By 
the end of the month, 43,000. 
By the end of the year, more 
than 500,000. 


This is the story of one of 
these crimes—one murder. 


It happened the other eve­ 
ning on the E ast Side of M an­ 
hattan, in the bailiwick of 
the 23rd police precinct. Sta­ 
tistically, this figures. Most 
m urders happen in the north­ 
east 
part 
of 
the 
country, 
most m urders h a p p e n in 
large cities and most m ur­ 
ders happen at night. 


Detective Gaspare Bruno 
got the original complaining 
call. He was having coffee 
when his phone rang. The 
caller said that shots had 
just been fired in the vicinity 
of 
109th Street and Park 
Avenue. 


Bruno went d i r e c t l y to 
work. Police were instantly 
dispatched to the area. It 
was a small, fenced-in play­ 
ground by a school. Two 
young men were found there, 
both with bullet wounds. 


Like the location and time 
of the shooting, the victim s 
were statistically p r e d i c t - 
able. They were nonwhites, 
as are the m ajority of homi­ 
cides in this country, and 
they were in the most vul­ 
nerable age group— 20 to 45 
years. 
Within minutes after the 
victims were taken to the 
hospital, a stocky, sweating 
suspect was discovered and 
arrested a few blocks away. 
The suspect was brought 
handcuffed to the s t a t i o n 
house where he was relieved 
of a small, recently fired .22 
caliber pistol. 
The pistol, too, was sta ­ 
tistically telling. FB I records 
indicate more than 60 per 
cent of all homicides in the 
nation 
are 
by 
g u n s h o t . 
Knives are second; then fol­ 
low blunt instruments, poison 
and arson. 
Detective Bruno took the 
suspect to the second floor of 
the station house and began 
preliminary questioning. 
The suspect, like the vic­ 
tim s, was young—24. Thirty- 
seven per cent of all homi­ 
cide arrests are under 25. 
N uiucrkally, people 20 to 24 
have the heaviest homicide 
involvement. 
At first, the young suspect 
did not respond to any ques­ 
tions. 
Then the p r e c i n c t tele­ 
phone rang again. This time 
it was the hospital calling. 
One of the victims, shot in 
the neck, had just died. 
“That,” 
s a i d 
B r u n o , 
‘‘makes it murder.” Quickly, 
the suspect was hustled out 
of the precinct house and 
over to the hospital. 
There, 
in 
an 
antiseptic 
room with nurses, doctors, 
attendants and some people 
from the street looking on. 
Bruno pushed the suspect in 
front of the second victim. 
"That’s him,” the wounded 
man said. "He did it.” 
The victim went on to say 
that the suspect’s wife had 
been involved with the dead 
man and this led to the 
blood-letting. 
This version of the motive 
was, like most aspects of the 
shooting, 
statistically 
com ­ 
m onplace. According to FB I 
data, one out of every 
10 
c r i m i n a l homicides have 
something to do with jeal­ 
ousy or rom antic passions. 
And so the case was final­ 
ized. The alleged killer, the 
alleged weapon and the al­ 
leged m o t i v e were now 
known to the authorities. 
Two hours after his arrest,

the s u s p e c t was formally 
charged with murder. 
He 
was fingerprinted, advised of 
his rights and booked. He 
was taken to a cell where he 
sat and wept. 
Around 
midnight,

to a cup of coffee that had 
grown quite cold. He was 
satisfied with his work, but 
not surprised. Nearly 90 per 
cent of all murders wind up 
this way—solved.

about in an aura of pleasing 
fragrance.” 


The lady quoted above quit 
smoking and lived to write 
about it lor “National Busi­ 
ness Woman.” Her observa­ 
tion might have boon made 
by any w o m a n who had 
emptied a dirty ash tray or 
had to invest in mouthwash. 
While there is a biand of 
toiletries 
for 
men 
called 
“Tabac,” no manufacturer 
has come up with "E au de 
Nicotine” for women! 


“ Lady Nicotine fights back 
at every divorce proceeding 
against her and do not for­ 
get 
it.” moaned a health 
journal. 
Women have been 


told about the difficulty of 
the withdrawal process since 
it was an ordeal for men 
who did the most of the 
world's cigarette smoking. 
In 1915 a male ex-smoker 
wrote in the Woman's Home 
Companion that when a man 
quits, 
"his mind goes on 
strike and like as not his 
better nature also.' 
A woman who smokes one 
pack of cigarettes a day goes 
through the act of lighting 
and smoking a cigarette at 
least 7.000 times in a year. 
Even if a gentleman lights 
her cigarette, her habit is 
being reinforced continually. 
Add to that vague feuis of a 
possible — and m o s t often 
temporary—weight gain and 
the lady who quits deserves 
a halo to replace her smoke 
ring. 
There is no physiological 
law that says a woman will 
gain weight if she gives up 
cigarettes. 
The number of 


fat women smoking would 
tend to disprove any alleged 
slimming p o w e r s of cig­ 
arettes. That didn't keep one 
major 
manufacturer 
from 
advising women to reach for 
the company's cigarette "in ­ 
stead of a sweet." 


Some doctors advise the 
lady who would quit cig­ 
arettes to reach for carrot 
sticks, celery, gum and even 
ginger root i n s t e a d of a 


smoke. Indeed, if a lady is 
able to establish a pattern of 
eating low calorie snacks 
she might be training her­ 
self for a slimmer future. 
Brisk walks are advised dur­ 
ing the withdrawal process 
and that certainly can't hurt 
one’s figure. 
A lady should keep in mind 
the fact that her sense of 
taste will increase as her 
smoking decreases and con­ 
trol her appetite accordingly. 
As for starting a diet and 
quitting cigarettes on the 
saint* oiuve day, that's a 
matter for a lady and her 
doctor to decide. 
Women definitely do try to 
quit s m o k i n g cigarettes. 
Many are successful. As of 
Oct. 1. 1968, it was estimated 
that 21 million Americans 
had quit smoking and that 
included both sexes. 
The withdrawal process is 
a mysterious thing. Much of 
what is known is the result 


of studies undertaken in the 
last few years. 
Behavior, 
attitude, s o c i a l milieu—all 
difficult to a s s e s s — are 
crucial factors. 
And, there 
are contradictions. 


An attitude study by the 
A m erican C a n c e r Society 
showed women more inclined 
than men to favor a stronger 
health warning on cigarette 
packs as well as harsh m eas­ 
ures against cigarette adver­ 
tising. 
But 
when 
a 
bank 
offered its employes a $10 
monthly bonus to quit smok­ 
ing, the only ones smoking 
at the end of the experiment 
were women. 
The bank di­ 
rectors estim ated that their 
women employes 
spent 
10 
minutes four or five times 
a day, smoking in the lounge. 
One 
study 
showed 
that 
women were less often in­ 
spired to quit than men by 
friends who considered smok­ 
ing harmful. Another showed 
that s i n g l e and widowed 


women stood a better chance 
of 
successful 
withdrawal. 
Yet, it appears that women 
are "helped by help” through 
withdrawal clinics, which are 
based 
on 
group 
therapy 
principles. 


Self-image is as closely 
linked to cigarette smoking 
as lung cancer. To an ado­ 
lescent girl it can mean, “ I 
am ready to date.” 
Yet a 
study of New York City col­ 
lege smokers showed sub­ 
stantial a g r e e m e n t that 
smoking makes a woman ap­ 
pear 
less 
feminine. 
But 
those d o i n g the agreeing 
were mostly non- and former 
smokers. 


Then, there’s the conclu 
sion of one researcher: "11 
one is not sexy without a cig 
arette, s m o k i n g doesn*' 
help.”

a room about 25 by 25 
feet packed 
with 
consoles,

and computers. 
Four men in 
blue uniforms are busy checking leng­ 
thy lists. Two men in work uniforms 
are waiting for orders. Teams of men 
hustle in and out, being carefully logged 
and receiving work orders. 
Mass confusion? Perhaps it wouldbeif 
there were not a cool head in charge of 
it all — in this case a 395th Strategic 
Missile Squadron Titan II maintenance 
crew chief. 
At Vandenberg’s “ D” site the man 
who fills this role is S.Sgt. Milton Biggs 
a similar scene greets him every morn­ 
ing upon his arrival at the missile site. 
His day begins at 6 a.m. He dresses, 
skips breakfast and heads to the 395th 
SMS site maintenance facility from his 
home in the base housing area. 
Biggs usually arrives at the facility 
by 7 a.m., which gives him a chance 
to grab a cup of coffee, exchange jokes 
with friends and catch up on the shop 
gossip. The men fall out for an open 
ranks inspection at 7:30. 
Every Monday the crew chiefs, corro­ 
sion control chiefs and refurbishment 
chiefs meet at the facility for brief­ 
ings 
and discussions before going to 
work. Other days they go directly to 
their jobs at 7:30. 
Following the general meeting, the Ti­ 
tan crew chiefs and their assistants, 
six in all, meet with 1st Lt. Ernest T. 
Reynolds, site maintenance officer, to 
work out problems at the sites and to 
plan the weeks activities. 
The 395th has three mannedTitan sites 
and following the meeting Biggs and his 
assistant, Sgt. Mike Pierce, head for “ D” 
site. 
“ This is a secured area” explains 
Biggs. “ Everyone entering and leaving 
has to be checked by the guard at the 
gate. Entrance is electronically control­ 
led by the combat crew at the control 
console underground. We have a fully 
fueled missile in the silo. 
“ The first thing I do when I arrive is 
to check conditions above ground. I look 
for anything unusual or which needs 
maintenance. We also have to keep the 
site in spotless condition because be­ 
tween 40 and 50 people a week tour it. 
They usually bring the tours here be­ 
cause we have a missile and because 
we’re closest to the base. 
“ The squadron assigns two men every 
week to help with minor maintenance 
and house keeping” the pad chief added. 
In order for Biggs and Pierce to reach 
the Titan control room they must des­ 
cend a steel stairway and pass through 
three 6,000 pound blast doors. 
“ As a pad daddy” Biggs continued, 
“ I’m 
responsible for monitoring all 
maintenance work done at the site along 
with keeping all safety equipment in top 
condition. I also maintain the technical 
order files and keep up with the status 
of all discrepancies. A discrepancy would 
be a piece of equipment needing re­ 
pair. 
“ I also act as an intermediary be­ 
tween the combat crew and the 395th 
maintenance crews which are sent here 
every day to perform major work on 


equipment” he added. 
Whenever a work crew needs a part 
the pad chief has to order it as he is 
their only supply connection with the 
base. He also has to keep track of the 
crews, where they are working, what they 
are doing and when they finish. 
“ Once the maintenance crews have 
been briefed and sent to their various 
jobs things kind of quiet down in the 
control room” said Biggs. “ And then 
Pierce and I set off on our own main­ 
tenance tasks.” 
Biggs, through his training and nine 
years of missile experience, is qualified 
to work on all the equipment at the site 
except the missile guidance systems and 
engines. 
I he Houston native then spends the 
rest of the morning working around the 
site in addition to solving any problems 
which the work crews might have. 
Once each week Lt. Reynolds and Sgt. 
Biggs make a thorough walk through in­ 
spection of the site. Between them they 
note all discrepancies found and Biggs 
has to decide whether to have 395th 
maintenance personnel do the work or do 
it himself. “ It’s sometimes a lot easier 
to do it yourself and usually faster than 
filling out the necessary paper work” 
he said. 
The soft-spoken pad chief is responsi­ 
ble for monitoring maintenance on four 
hydraulic systems, five air conditioning 
systems and five water systems. He 
must keep a ready missile and all its 
support equipment in 
ready-to-launch 
condition. The responsibility he has is 
demonstrated in the meticulous way he 
inspects. 
His eyes constantly scan and check... 
his fingers probing where his vision can’t 
reach. It is vital not to miss anything. 
Small leaks can develop in nearly hidden 
hydraulics and water lines. He must 
spot, record and have each one repair­ 
ed as soon as possible. 
I here are hundreds of gauges and warn­ 
ing lights to be checked and cross­ 
checked, and pipes and fittings by the 
thousands to examine. He is casual as 
he strolls through the Titan II silo, eight 
levels plus a ninth level sump. 
Despite his many years of experi­ 
ence trouble shooting at sites, Biggs 
still thirsts for more knowledge on sys­ 
tems needing special attention or which 
are new to the system. 
The pad chief has been on Vandenberg 
since October 1968. He has been a site 
maintenance crew chief since 1965 when 
he worked with the Atlas D and later 
the Atlas E at Fairchild AFB, Wash. 
Biggs has been wearing Air Force 
blue since 1954. From 1958 to 1959 he 
served in Korea as an aircraft mainten­ 
ance and ground power technician. In 
March 1960 he was sent to Offutt AFB, 
Nebr., to work on the Atlas D, then an 
operational missile within the Strategic 
Air Command. 
In the nine years he has been asso­ 
ciated with missiles, he has never seen 
one he was working on launched. “ When 
I was at Little Rock (AFB, Ark.) they 
removed the Titan I was in charge 
of and sent it to Vandenberg for an op­ 
erational launch. I wasn't allowed to ac- 


:ompany it” he recalled. 
Reynolds thinks highly of Biggs. “ He’s 
an outstanding crew chief. His knowledge 
of the Titan II systems is the best 
I’ve seen in any crew chief. He takes 
pride in always maintaining his site in 
showroom condition and also manages his 
people very effectively to get the job 
done” Reynolds said. 
Biggs proudly wears a Masters Crew 
Chief Badge. “ When I was at Little 
Rock,” he says, “ my specialty descrip­ 
tion was that of a missile facilities 
technician and most pad chiefs are mis­ 
sile maintenance technicians. The badge 
was something I wanted and really had to 
work for. I was the only facilities tech 
to get one while I was at Little Rock. 
“ In order to get the badge you had to 
keep your site for at least six months 
with below wing and squadron average of 


discrepancies — without any below aver­ 
age write ups.” 
. 
The sergeant also sports a Senior 
Missileman’s Badge, denoting over sev­ 
en years in the missile business. He 
has also been awarded the Air F orce 
Commendation Medal. 
His most unusual event with missiles 
occurred at Fairchild AFB. “ One night I 
was walking by an Atlas “ E ” reentry 
vehicle monitor panel and I noticed that 
the unsafe red light was flashing. The 
Atlas was armed. The munitions mainten­ 
ance people checked it out and found 
that 
there was a short on the package 
chasis causing the light to go on. For 
awhile I was plenty scared.” 
The Texan is planning on retiring 
in five years and then wants to attend 
a school of mortuary science and enter 
the funeral business. 


BIGGS at his “ command post.” All maintenance crews are logged in along with the 
job’s completion status. The pad chief is also the only contact with the base if the 
crews need assistance or parts. The maintenance center is located on level two of 
the launch control capsule.

Legal liabilities 


College administrations not only need to display more back­ 
bone in the face of student violence, as President Nixon has 
suggested. They may also need strong bankbooks -to pay for 
defense attorneys. 
“ Coming months may see a wave of lawsuits brought by non­ 
dissenting students, parents, taxpayers, contributors, alum­ 
ni and others whose rights are abridged when dissenters com­ 
mit criminal acts,” says Fred E, Inbau, president of Americans 
for Effective Law Enforcement, anational, nonprofit organiza­ 
tion whose directors include prominent 
lawyers and civic 
leaders. 
Persons whose positions of authority require them to main­ 
tain order, but who do not through malfeasance, misfeasance 
or 
nonfeasance of duty, are leaving themselves open to legal 
action, says Inbau, professor of criminal law at Northwestern 
University. 
Among potential defendants are individual college adminis­ 
trators, 
boards of trustees, 
faculty members who permit 
violence or participate in it and law enforcement officials who 


fail to act when criminal acts are committed in plain view, 
even though college officials will not press charges. 
A governmental body, such as the city or county, may be 
liable for injuries resulting from failure to enforce the law. 
Dissenting students 
or faculty members who clamor for 
their brand of “ freedom” may ironically find themselves 
charged with violations of the Federal Civil Rights Act if 
they abridge the rights of others through unlawful detention or 
other criminal acts. 
Among potential plaintiffs are taxpayers, who might bring 
suits against public institutions on the grounds of misuse or 
waste of public money, and donors of funds or their heirs who 
might sue because of the failure of administrators to manage 
the funds properly. 
At least one university, 
Columbia, already is being sued 
by a group of students, who charge that their studies were in­ 
terrupted by last year’s riots. 
It could be an isolated case or, as Inbau warns, only the be­ 
ginning. 


Cultural dividends 


American business is looking with growing concern at the 
pool 
from which its leaders have traditionadly come —the 
nation’s colleges and universities. 
Tiie concern is that the widening gap between the turned-off 
generation and the “ Establishment” could eventuate in a serious 
management gap. 
One way many companies are fighting back is by trying 
to interest young people in cultural pursuits and by supporting 
those who have such interest. The hope is not that tomorrow’s 
business leaders will come from the ranks of those who are 
directly involved in business-sponsored 
projects but that a 
subtle message will reach far beyond them. 
The message is that American business isn’t interested only 
in profits. It recognizes its responsibility to the community 
in which it functions and is attempting to meet that responsi­ 
bility. 


Looking glass by E. C . Stevens 


Hundreds 
of companies are investing millions of dollars 
in this effort. For example, 
Geigy Chemical Corp., in co­ 
operation with New York’s 
Metropolitan 
Museum of Art, 
is sponsoring a pilot art program for high school students. 
Columbia Gas of Pennsylvania, Inc., is in its 14th year of bring­ 
ing symphony orchestras to small communities. 
One of the leaders in the movement is American Airlines, 
which sponsors a continuing nationwide program called Ameri­ 
can Youth Performs. The program organizes local community 
concerts by outstanding high school musicians. In the past year 
alone AYP produced 133 such musical events. 
For the cream of the hometown crops, the year culminates 
at Carnegie Hall in New York on May 13, when youngsters from 
all over the United States, Canada and Mexico will participate 
in a 90-piece orchestra and 120-voice chorus.

There’s a new cry being heard in the 
wilderness of mankind and it is as re­ 
freshing as the waters of a cool moun­ 
tain stream to a tired and thirsty trav­ 
eler. 
Called “ palanca” 
from 
the 
Spanish 
word meaning lever, 
it is a growing move­ 
ment of joy and hap­ 
piness in a world that 
seems determined to 
be violent and destruc­ 
tive. In this day, when 
affluency usually is 
equated with materi­ 
alistic 
plenty, pa­ 
lanca is equated with caring. The move­ 
ment is growing by leaps and bounds and 
already threatens to overflow the banks 
of the religious activities which have 
been kneading and feeding it since its 
inception 
It is a movement that offers an alter­ 
native to the dark side of life. It is a 
recipe guaranteed to dispell the blues, 
diminish depression and one that has 
the possibility of substituting hope for 
despair and a smile for a tear. It is a 
breath of spring in life’s long winter 
night 


The palanca movement very likely owes 
its 
existence to the 
same spawning 
grounds where the love and peace move­ 
ments of today had their origin. That 
in itself is sufficient grounds for many 
of the oldtimers and the middlecomers 
to turnoff — but they really shouldn’t 
because the messages contained between 
the soft covers of palanca are tasty 
tidbits that are like peanuts — you can’t 
stop imbibing once you get the taste. 
Palanca is a card, a cookie, a mes­ 
sage, a symbol — an anything—but most­ 
ly it is a thought reaching reality in 
an act which is dispatched to some person 
or group of persons somewhere, any­ 
where. The act expresses to the reci­ 
pient that someone, 
somewhere cared 
enough to think of him and to act for 
him with no hope of being personally 
rewarded by the recipient. In most in­ 
stances, the sender does not know, will 
never know and likely will never see the 
recipient. There is no claim upon either 
party so the act is one of genuine giv­ 
ing and genuine caring. 
A local minister who has the unusual 
quality of being tuned to the time and 
tides of all eras and social movements 
and one who can speak fluently the lan­ 
guages of most, told this week of a group 


of young church people who had gather­ 
ed at the Lake Cachuma camp to par­ 
ticipate in an experience of fellowship. 
When many of the group told of their 
views of life, there were pictures of 
violence, racial strife, pain and suffer­ 
ing. The accent was on the negative. Then, 
someone produced loads of palanca — 
cards — gifts, messages, greetings, and 
best wishes sent to the camp from 
people in many stattions in life. One 
lady had stayed up for nine hours baking 
special cookies for each of the camp 
participants. One five-year-old worked 
for three hours making a poster. The 
gifts each had one message in common: 
“ From us to you — because we care.” 
The minister remembers how a still­ 
ed 
silence fell 
over the group. Some 
cried. All of a sudden they were of a 
different lot. No longer negative — but 
now positive — made that way because 
somebody, somewhere cared — that’s 
palanca. 
Too often it is our troubles, our 
hardships that we wish to share with 
our brothers. Most have enough of that 
already. Wouldn’t life and people every­ 
where be greatly improved if each of us 
offered a gift of palanca to a brother 
somewhere ’ 
Give it a try. Half the benefit is in 
the doing. 
Light your own candle today and watch 
the world become a brighter place in 
which to live. 
If this is soapbox, it’s a clean feeling 
being on it. Palanca to you, my friend.

Viet visit 


A petition signed by homeowners along 
North E Street requesting surfacing of 
the street was received Tuesday night 
by the City Council. 


WASHINGTON — It can hardly be call­ 
ed optimism. In fact, there is a firm 
refusal to use that designation. Yet at 
the highest level the belief is taking hold 
that the Paris peace talks are inching 
toward at least the first faint outline of 
a settlement. 
Secretary of State William P. Rogers 
will go off to Vietnam next week as the 
first stop on a 16-day Asian tour with a 
feeling of confidence. He is confident that 
the survival value of President Nguyen 
Van Thieu’s 
government has steadily 
increased. But neither before nor after 
the secretary’s four-day visit to Viet­ 
nam is there likely to come one of those 
all-too-frequent 
statements that things 
are looking up. 
Within 
the 
Nixon 
administration 
is 
a 
strong 
awareness of 
the 
errors 
of the 
past. Foremost among 
them 
was 
the rosy 
j C ' 
optimism of thefour- 
or five-day 
VIP trip- 
t 


per that was given all 
the 
military 
brief­ 
ings by generals with 
their 
best 
foot for­ 
ward. 
With 
a much 
higher rating on the roster of errors 
was the invariable response of the John­ 
son 
administration to any reversal — 
send more troops and more guns. Rog­ 
ers will go to Vietnam with a stern eye 
for the vastly swollen American appara­ 
tus and the serried rank upon rank of 
support troops who guard fixed installa­ 
tions of almost - unbelievable size. 
Not so much in the Paris talks as in a 
careful reading of incidental noises on the 
periphery is there reason for cautious 
hope that the communists are looking to 
an end of the fighting. Representatives 
from Hanoi have recently sounded out 
several governments in Europe on the 
prospects for trade and aid once the guns 
are silenced. This is true particularly 
of the Scandinavian 
countries. 
Trade 
representatives from Japan 
were re­ 
cently received in Hanoi. 
A new and hitherto unpublicized em­ 
phasis in the American approach in the 
Paris talks will also hopefully show re­ 
sults. Hanoi and the National Liberation 
Front are being told that it is all to their 
advantage to get a quick settlement. The 
longer they wait the harsher the terms 
are certain to be and the stronger and 
more resistant will the South Vietna- 
mese 
governn^nt 
and 
military 
be- 
come. 
Delaying 
tactics will get you no­ 
where. That is the message from the 
American side hammered home in a 
variety of ways at each negotiating ses­ 
sion. This is regarded as one explana- 
tion for the communist attack at the 
meeting last Thursday on the failure 
of the Nixon administration to bring 
peace in the first 100 days. 
Another factor that seems peripheral, 
but on which the administration puts 
great stress, is the doctrine of limited 
sovereignty 
orchestrated 
by Leonid 
Brezhnev, the Soviet communist party 
general secretary. 
But the shock of the doctrine, top pol­ 
icy makers believe, extends far beyond 
the Communist bloc. Gamel Abdel Nas­ 
ser of the United Arab Republic is said 
to be distinctly nervous as more and 
more Soviet aid in one form and another 
pours in with the prospect that he will 
be told to toe the line or suffer the con­ 
sequences. 
Hanoi can read the signs of the Brez­ 
hnev chill. While being careful not to give 
the slightest public hint, since the Sovi­ 
ets are the biggest war suppliers by far, 
limited 
sovereignty — the doctrine of 
papa^knows-best — could encourage ade- 
sire to 
get out from under the Russian 
thumb. 
In his May Day speech Brezhnev was 
all sunshine and spring flowers. But, 
just the day before, Pravda let loose 
another at those trying to “ undermine 
communist solidarity” by attacking the 
doctrine of limited sovereignty. The 
target was Tito of Yugoslavia who, as an 
independent trying to stand free 
of 
domination by either of the superpowers, 
has long been under the Russian gun. 
Tito recently proposed a summit meet­ 
ing of the neutrals to prevent the small 
and medium powers from becoming, as 
he put it, “ simple pawns in the game 
of the big ones." 
As he masters America’s complex re- 


lationships 
throughout the world, Rog­ 
ers has a view refreshingly new at the 
top level. The secretary of state is aprag- 
matist, not a dogmatist. He understands 
that the time has long since passed, if 
indeed it ever existed, when the United 
States can tell other countries what to do. 
If that is the role the Soviet Union is now 
determined to play, withpapa-knows-best 
the ruling doctrine, then the contrast 
will be the sharper as this country steers 
a course of cooperation and gentle per­ 
suasion. 
Visiting Vietnam for the first time, 
Rogers will have a personal 
reunion 
that is a source of great gratification. 


One of his four sons, Jeffrey, is the 
navigator on a hospital ship. When he 
enlisted in the Navy Jeffrey, a national 
merit scholar and a junior PhiBetaKap- 
pa, 
knew nothing about navigation, and 
that he has mastered the direction of a 
craft 800 feet in over-all length gives 
his father a warm glow of paternal pride. 
Spending a day with his son, seeing wound­ 
ed and shattered young soldiers brought 
on board by helicopter, Rogers will have 
another and more immediate reason to 
press hard for an end to the war.

SDS infiltrates 


WASHINGTON (NEA) 
The Students for a Democratic Society 
is now moving into the high schools. 
This loosely knit youth group, respon­ 
sible for some of the most violent col­ 
lege riots of the past year, aims at 
adapting some of its more effective 
techniques for precollege youngsters. 
SDS is writing op­ 
erations 
pamphlets 
for the teen-agers. 
SDS 
college 
groups are sponsor­ 
ing junior chapters 
in 
public 
schools 
near the campuses. 
SDS leaders a r e 
acting as advisers to 
help 
students 
de­ 
velop 
effective 
at­ 
tacks on high school 
principals, teachers and school regula­ 
tions. They’re giving advice on what tech­ 
niques will cause the most disruption in 
the schools. 
They’re pushing the publication of teen­ 
age underground newspapers on the high 
school campuses. 
One SDS pamphlet for the high school 
set reads in part: 
“ Even such seemingly destructive ac­ 
tions as starting trash can fires and pull­ 
ing fire alarms are actually forms of 
protest directed as the school as it is 
now constituted . . . . 
“ Not only the defense of hair and 
clothing styles against administration at­ 
tack, but the adoption of such styles them­ 
selves indicates a general disgust with 
the values and attitudes that our genera- 
tion has been force-fed.” 
It is impossible to determine at this 
writing how successful the SDS recruit­ 
ers will be on the high school campuses. 
But in this reporter’s experience in 
Asia, the very young, when arounsed, 


are much more violent than their elde 
brothers. 
Mao Tse-tung made heavy use of hi 
high school and pre-high school youth i 
the Red Guards. The high school grou 
is very violent in Japan. 
In South Vietnam’s turbulent period ( 
antigovernment riots a few years bad 
the great bulk of the demonstrators fn 
quently were youngsters from 8 to V 
Many were subteens. The oldest men 
ber of one very effective rioting grou 
was 11, its spokesman 10. The Nort 
Vietnamese and the Viet Cong have mad 
widespread use of youngsters, 8 to 1( 
The adventure — and possession of we, 
pons-has appealed to them. 
Castro in Cuba found very young boy 
extremely valuable — reckless in thei 
enthusiasm, once indoctrinated very di 
ficult to sway, and ready to die for wh, 
his men had taught them. 
In a high school near my home somt 
time back, a great many students part 
cipated in a sitdown strike against anii 
justice. Students told this reporter late 
that they had joined in, even thoug 
they weren't sure what the strike wa 
about, because they had sympathy fc 
their fellows, whatever the problem was 
They found out later that the act ( 
injustice being protested had never o< 
curred.
